ROMAN BOOK-MAKINQ. 

SlaaagiapMa Ooatfaallau OiaJ by tha 
Mtftt Djek-Wiilan mt Aaalant Boms. 

It U stated that, notwithstanding 
tho Romans had not print Ing-presses, 

brnks wore at tliat timo produoad mncli 
more q ii(;kly nnd in larger numbers 
tliuii in-wl ni Hi.irii works. Paper was 
iiseii wliieli was aim )St w.ivi ii out of 
the rib.u- odlie Kgyptian papyrus, wliicli 
groivs to a iieigiit'ol ten foot, and which 
has given its nam.] to paper. A Roman 
roiiiiiii',' in Kgypt assures us that tb.' 
yield of his paper iiiaunfactoiy woiiM 
sullicieut to support any army, and 
wliolo ship-loads of papor woro sunt 
from Kgypt to Rom i. Beforo books of 
aiy doieription were reproduced in 
large numbers, tliey were read mostly 
in private circles, or publicly, ao tiiat 
the aiitlior could adopt augaestions for 
the imprnvomeutof i^'s work. Wealthy 
Koinaiis used t > own a large number 
( slav. s for all kinds \l service, which 
iiiidere.i labor ciieap, a4tliev cost noth- 
ing in many cases, and hail only t > be 
iipported. They were mostly prison- 
ers of war. the pick of nations, an I 
oruin more ciiUivatod (espucially tlie 
(ireuks) tlian their masters. They were 
conseipieiitiy alsoempioyod in tho odu- 
oatiou of Roman boys. Tiie works of 
a'lthom word dictated to a number of 
slaves, woinuii also buing employed for 
that purpose. Kveii among freemen and 
liber. U'-ii s'av.'> lli,- ili'sii-.-lo obtain 
ptoymunt bueaiil.! -so great that biiiuireds 
of willing hands could bo had for w riling 
books ut a very low rate of wages. Tiie 
instruction imparled in llie workslio| 
of llonuin publishers necessitated 
regular course of training, wliicli was 
to teach tho apprentices an easy and 
elegant handwriting. It a publisher 
hiUI at his disposal say a buiiilred 
writers, anl re-konini; tlie uurk 
day at tun hours, a document wliicb 
took an hour to writd would bo multi 
(died in the course of a duy to ( 
tboiisand oopios. The writers liecame 
ill till! I export t'] su.di a degree that 
1 1 1 ey cou)bIqad dtttekness witli elegance . 
It mq)t an.) Be added that la cases 
whore speed was tho first oonslderatlon, 
tlie use of stonograpliic cnntra'^tions h^ 
came guneri\l, nnd wu possuss ilUistra 
lions of tlieir oiiipioyii|uiit in tlie qld 
inanu!|eripls still in uxistonco, Wo are 
idaq infurmod that both rooiiors and 
Qqpyista werq instructatt and trained, 
tho fqnner ill the solution, the latter in 
the applicalinn, of contractions, Thoir 
ubjeet wa.s In copy work a.s ipilckly 
posaibio, the use ol full words buing 
only roaortad to for tho best works. 
The above brief account demonstrates 
to IIS tho fact that the llomans niado 
the nearest approach to tlur invention 
(i( printing, although tiioy never at 
lainudto It The movable stamps of 
iron or other motids used by the Ro- 
mans (or inarkin ; earthenware vessels 
and other utensils als i prove this. But 
Hie art o( r.ipid writing, which was 
perfected by thom to an nnusaal.do 
greo, oountoraoted a farther develop, 
niont, whilo tho nnmbor of slaves and 
other willing hands at disposal, by 
wbieb means tho most astonishing ^e- 
s ilts were obtainud, operated |ii the 
same direcli in.

nninials on their way from one range 
of mountains to the other.

QISCOVERIES AT ZOAN. 

Tko lt*ra Ari'hliwbijrlrnl I(,.ll<.s Kfcontly 
I'ound III KKypt. 
Zoan was t!ie sitiit of the Pharaoh o! 
Josc)>li, the scene of the miracles of 
Moses, being situate in that pastoral 
district, which In the hleroglyphlo rec- 
ords, tu well as in the Hebrew Chron- 
icles, bore the name of "the field of 
SSoan") and which, under its olassbial 
name of Tanis, oontlnued ao lata as 
tho times of tho Ptolemias to piny an 
im|iorlant part in the history of the 
ancient world. It was the chief city o( 
the Delta during the most Interesting 
two or three thousand years of Egyp- 
tian history; it owi>d much o( its 
splendor to Ranicscs II., who restoml 
nnd built here ujion a scale o( extraor- 
dinary magnificence— tlio King when 
"the Kgyptians mode the children of 
Israel to scrxe with rigor." 

At San are the remains of a city 
once hardly in(erior in grandeur to 
ThelM'S itself, while about it, n.s the 
capital of the Ilyksos or Shepherd 
Kings, as the Zoan of tho Bible and 
the Tanis of the Greeks, centers a sa- 
cred interest and an historical value 
peculiarly its own. Here, tsi illustrate 
the gigantic masonry of the place, 
f4<> petrie disclosed tho broken por- 
tions of the greatest of all colossi 
known to man — tho Monolith of Rani- 
eses II. 

Among tbe labors, disooverios or ro- 
gults at Ban, have been the succ&ssivo 
and exhaustive surveys of the great 
temple, with mappings and photogra- 
phy of every object and mound in the 
enclosure; the oriticulscruliuy of evory 
(alien block of the great pylon in 
Sheshone III,; trenching and shafting 
in many parts of the mounds: proo( 
that Uie wall of Piesbkanu reaches en- 
tirely arx>und the temple, and that tbe 
Ptolemaic stratum averages IKteen feet 
above the palaces and villas of the He- 
brow period; a granite sarcophagus 
larger than the great one at Sakkarah; 
llie unpublished lialf of tbe celebrated 
tablet o( Tirhnkab; an iiiM rilnil obe- 
lisk, in part, o( the Xllltb dynaisty; a 
curious (incco-Kgyptian chapel, with 
valuable relics; a large stela ol Ptolemy 
Pliiladelphus and five sniaiier ones; 
royal statuotles and spiiinxes, discovery 
o( the Great Necropolis tod minor, ne- 
cropolises, and tbe disclosure of 
privato dwellings o( the pre-Ptolemalc 
and llomiui times, containing many 
objects o( special arclwcologicaland his. 
lorical value to illustrate tti^ domestis 
lifo and the wortbip of tbe pnloda rep- 
resented.— T. OMsntef,

Moore and |ntl In Jail to await a re- 
(jnisition. When Mr. Oarrott wont 
for liini ho agreed to cx>me without a 
i'oi|iiisition and made a full confession 
of lliu CI iiiie.

Official life In Washington Is very 
quiel llioso warm day^, except in 
purely Nical malfcrs iil llic Dcpait- 
li;enU. TliC acting heads of the va- 
rious bureaus, wliose province it is to 
exerolBO the power of romoTtI and ap- 
polnlincnt, are making the best of 
the ailtiatlon while the chiers are 
away liy issuing invitations that res- 
ignations would be accepted if ten- 
. dered, 'i'lio consc<|ncncc is that tliciu 
wilt bo a number of vacancies to be 
illlcd when the chiefs return which 
they will not be long In supplying, 
, however averse they might have been 
to malcine removals. Many pi onui- 
tlons are beiug made in most of the 
various Departments, and the vacan- 
cies thus lieing made in the lower 
grades together with the additional 
clerks allowed under the appropria- 
tion bill ill sovoral of the Depart incuts. 
«'iialjlc llii' pri'M'iil Ailininislratidii Ui 
select men of its own party from the 
ouUido to All the offices. 

TheWlilte House Is not besieged 
•t all now since the I'icsident's de- 
parture^and Col, WIImhi is lakiiig ad- 
vantage of tb(^ i]uii'l wliii li PiirroiiiKls 
the Mansion' to liRve .1 fi-csh roat of 
white paint put on Ihu e.\lerior of the 
building. Ii will siand forth in all 
tlie purity ofiis whiteness by the 
time the l'ri!si(lonl and his wife le- 
lurn from their jaiiiil to the Adiion- 
decks, and will present a cool and at- 
tractive appeiarance. The interior al- 
so by that time wiil have undergone 
a thorough renovating and assumed 
an artistic arrangement of new pieces 
of fn mil lire and iipliolslory. 

The I'lC-iilfiiCrf pi,-('iiloi-ial feats arc 
attracting considerable notice and 
causing much small talk at the Capi- 
tal just now. The city waa visibly 
allceled when the news flashed over 
tlic « lie that (he President caught a 
lisb. Then iie.\t came the electrifying 
news that he had laiitled a five poiiiul- 
rr, and the parly hail caught in all 
four dozen. On the following day 
(lie whole calcli was slated to bo over 
100, and the wei-iht of the President's 
bijTjiest fish II pounds. These dis- 
patches worked up the people of 
Washington into a delirium of excite- 
ment. The climax was reached when 
It wa.i told that the President's wife 
had landed a beauty, wciirhing a 
pound and a half. The members of 
the I'. S. Kish Commission view with 
alarm the havoc being wrought bv 
the White House couple among the 
"speckled beautiei," u the official i c- 
• porter calls tbcm. If the destruction 
continues during the President's 
month olVat ibe same rale of increase 
Ihere will iiol lie any fish left. Let ns 
hope that the President will have 
some consideration for us as a nation, 
en4 not force Secretary Bayard to 
precipitate llie fisheries upon us at 
this time. 

At the Departments of State and 
War everything is serene, and there 
is nothing outwardly to Indicate war 
witli our Mexican neighbors to be 
imminent. The ollicials of the two 
DepartmonlR, who are in u )iosilio'.i 
to know whereof Ihey i-pealc, say that 
there has at no time been anything in 
the official correapondenoe between 
'the two governments to indicate that 
the little unpleasantness would be 
otherwise than amicably settled. 

Some few Members and Senators 
are still in the city looking after af- 
fairs of govornmeut, but they stop 
only for a few days at a time, and 
tlien take a run Into the mountains of 
the adjoining States of Maryland and 
Virginia, where so many deliglitfiil 
summer resorts are to be found. 

The ilrst step has been taken to es- 
tablish at the Washington Navy Yard 
the biggest eqnfpment and ordnance 
sliop in the country. The Secretary 
of the Navy has issued an order elos- 
Ilig all the burcaiis of tin "i ard, ex- 
cept tliose to which equipment and 
ordnance will be oouflned, for which 
.there will be provided an immense 
* plant. The appropriation now made 
for plant and works is only $1,150,000 
but the amount of work and ajipro- 
prlation will increase as the various 
now vessels contemplated become 
ready lor armor. I was told by an 
officer of the 'Yard that it will be some 
time before any numberof new hands 
will be taken on In the shops. Every- 
thing will first liave to heinitin read- 
iness for the lii'w plant, ami it will be 
sonic time before the new inachiucr}' 
and tools can be assembled' here.

Iteiiig a former resident of the 
granil old Commonwealth, the recol< 
lections of which bring to my mind 
the most pleasant remembrances, and 
holding Christian county willi bet 
many attractions, as the centre 
around which galliered the affections 
of my heart, 1 venture to trust that 
this article wilt escape the waste 
basket. 

Leaving tlic "Cily of Uocks"and 
the classic halls ot'oiii- I'liivereity, I 
started West to spend a summer va- 
cation, selecting the quiet spot of the 
Mi slssippt valley generally termed 
West Tennessee. This region com- 
prises the low lands included between 
ilie Teniiesseo and Mississippi river, 
and topographically considered it is a 
valley covered with trees, small 
streams and ravines. There are 
picturesque sceneries among which 
are beaiiiifiil villages and towns. 

The point fnuii whirli I write i,- 
situated in the alluvial plains of tlie 
Mississippi and Uatoby. Although 
cultivation of the soil has been carried 
on for years, still great forests remain 
cuiisisliiigofulms, tall cypresses, oaks, 
and sycamores entwined by vines. 
Near the Mississippi r v^ r sr; caiic- 
thickets eonlaluing bears, deeis and 
other animals. 

The streams teem with fish. A 
gieater exhihilioii of the wearinir, 
solvent and conveying power of 
water caunot be found than here, 
there being none of the rocky surfaces 
that are seen in the Silurian beds ot 
Middle Tennessee and Kentucky. 

From a salutary standpoint, this 
region is not a very desirable location. 

The dense at sphere ladened witli 

mist from thcMississippi renders chills 
and fever, the constant terror of the 
inhabitants, Another prolific cause 
of sickness is found in the water 
\Vliich, sprin^;ing IViim ^toneless soil, 
is charged with a (|naiuity of earth 
and sand. 

The population of this county 
(Lauderdale) consists of while and 
colored in the proportion of about 
two thirds of the former to one third i 
of the latter. 

The staple product is cotton, tn 1 i s 
tlie prii 0 1 1 IS of sci'tntide tgrttui^i e 
are either not understood or ignored, 
the soil is fast losing \U fertilitv. 
This one product is produced year 
after year on the same land which 
very soon absorbs the etaeiitlal con- 
stituents of llie soil. 

During the last few weeks politics 
has been the all absorbing topic of 
conversation in consequence of the 
approaching election. Everybody 
talks politics as Ihoii^'li voting and 
oflice-lioidiiig were liic onlv things 
to live for. The election passed off 
quietly as the county is largely Dem- 
ocratic. The error of the colored 
voters seems to ronsist in that they 
look forward lo the election as the 
grand objective |ioint towards which 
they are lo lend all their eiiergv, 
paying little or no regard to the fai t 
that it is only a means to an end. 
They assume too much and do not 
take the precaution to inform Ihcm- 
scive^i ill regard to what ia best for 
them to do. 

Education is in a backward con- 
dition among white and colored. 
The school system Is defective giving 
only two or thrco months free schools. 
Surrounded by scholastic disailvan- 
tages, it is only the hero who will 
attain any high degree of scholarship.
